On th© basis of figures from 
m anagers of fruit exchanges over 
the state, the newspaper estimated 
th at the crop will aggregate 81,000 
cars of oranges and 15,375 cars of 
lemons for the season from No­ 
vember, 1928, to November, 1929. 
The figure Ie an increase of more 
than 35 per cent over the previous 
year, but it may be cut down due 
to damage resulting from the pres­ 
ent cold spell. 
The total value of the crop Is 
placed at more than $100,000,000, 
although it was pointed out that 
the exact valuation is difficult To 
determine. 
Of the total crop, It is estimated 
th at 19,900 cars of oranges and 
14,950 
cars 
of 
lemons 
will 
be 
shipped from Southern California 
and 10,000 cars of oranges and 225 
cars of lemons from central Cali­ 
fornia. 
Shipments from northern Cali­ 
fornia will aggregate 600 cars of

An address rather appropriate 
to Lincoln's birthday anniversary 
was given at the meeting of the 
Rotary club at noon, today, by E. 
S. Morrow, who told of some of 
the Incidents in * th# life of his 
father aa an official photographer 
with the Union army. Morrow ex­ 
hibited 
relics 
gathered 
by 
his 
father from many points made 
historic by events in the Civil war. 
Morrow's father enlisted with a 
Wisconsin unit when he was under 
age and became a drummer boy. 
Loafer through his penchant for 
photography, he was made an of­ 
ficial photographer with various 
units. 
Failure of chemicals used 
in photography to arrive at Yank­ 
ton, S. D., saved Morrow’s father 
from being a member of the Cus­ 
ter party massacred by Indians. 
Experiences of his father In the 
war and In Indian fighting, as re­ 
lated to him by his father and 
mother, were told by Morrow and 
they were of absorbing Interest. 
Morrow told of some of the diffi­ 
culties of early day photography 
and described the laborious process 
of developing. 
He exhibited pic­ 
tures of various types, some of 
them haying been autographed by 
colonels, generals and others high 
In army ranka 
Old Papers Shewn 
Old papers were Included In the 
display, among them being the 
Hospital 
Gazette^ 
published 
at 
Point Lookout, Md., on Wednesday 
morning, March IS, 1866. 
A printed copy of the farewell 
address of Corp. Daniel Ryan, Co. 
D, 20th Reg. V. R. C., to his com­ 
rades at the time of the breaking 
up of Camp Cadawalder, In Phila­ 
delphia, Oct. SO, 1865, is one of the 
interesting pieces of literature in 
the possession of Morrow. 
The 
address reads as follows: 
"Comrades, aa wa are about to 
separate, It may be that we will 
never meet again this side of 
eternity. 
Therefore, let us reason 
together for a few moments. Leav­ 
ing the past behind, let us look to 
the future. 
Much of life lies be­ 
fore us, should we attain the limits 
of old age. 
“Whatever our lot may be, that 
of the laborer or millionaire, we 
are to become an active and influ­ 
ential portion of th* age. 
We are 
to contribute something for good, 
or for evil, to humanity. There is 
a vast and noble field before us. 
The question occurs, shall we do 
something for our own good and 
the welfare of others? 
Shall we 
employ our one talent that It be 
doubled, or our five talents that 
they become IO, or shall we bury 
all and In the end regret a mis­ 
spent life? 
"We must create our own repu­ 
tation—It matters not whether our 
fathers tolled on the farm or not, 
we must win our own reputations. 
"Clear Sky of Freedom" 
"With the clear aky of freedom 
above us, with the fruitful earth 
beneath us, a resolute purpose at 
heart, we can win a more precious 
possession than an emperor, we 
need not envy king or potentate. 
For our country, for humanity, yes, 
for the world, we may be the In­ 
struments of doing some good. It 
may be done In silence, but' still It 
will be good. It may find kindred 
drops and mingle with them until 
there flows forth a stream to bless. 
"On the other hand, we may 
plunge Into a life of reckless dissi­ 
pation, of idleness, of dishonesty, 
we may become members of socle- 


CHARACTER TRAINING SEEN 
AS NEK DUTY O f SCHOOLS 


Character training for citizen­ 
ship ie fast becoming the focal 
point of educational efforts, ac­ 
cording to J. A. Cranston, super­ 
intendent of schools 
here, 
who 
outlined today discussion of this 
and other subjects at a meeting 
of principals, vice principals and 
supervisory, held last night in the 
Frances Willard junior high school. 
If proper character training Is 
carried out successfully, students 
will evidence the fact in their 
academic work and their studies 
will profit 
by 
this 
condition, 
Cranston pointed out. 
Yesterday’s session was devoted 
partly to consideration of an “ac­ 
cumulated report card,!* 'on which 
the entire school history, health 
and other aspects of a pupil’s 
school experience would be record­ 
ed. This card would be tranferred 


from school to school, BS the stu­ 
dent advanced. 
A report on this 
device was made by a committee 
headed by H. G. Nelson, principal 
of the Julia Lathrop Junior bish 
school and including Miss Verna 
Wells, principal of the Roosevelt 
school, and Miss Olive Wagner, 
principal of the Spurgeon school. 
Mise Wells has made A etudy 
of practices throughout the coun­ 
try and has found that this type 
of record is being considered with 
favor. Character training also Is 
being 
stressed, 
she 
found. * In 
some schools reported on, sub­ 
jects studied were not listed on 
report cards at all, while in their 
places were listed Important char­ 
acter traits such as honesty and 
loyalty. 
If these virtues were de­ 
veloped It Is contended that they 
will operate effectively in stimu­ 
lating class achievements.

THE SPIRIT OF LINCOLN 


Million* of people today hove their thought* di­ 
rected to the life of Abraham Lincoln. Thou*ands 
of speakers are calling attention to the traits of 
character, and tho remarkable personality, and to 
the singular enigma embodied in that remarkable 
man. 
Many of them undoubtedly have expressed 
the wish that we had a man of such patience, and 
foresight and consecrated common sense to lead 
the world out of its present trouble. 
But after all. that isn’t the way matters are ac­ 
complished in the world, under the providence of 
the Creator. 
We have the character of Lincoln 
to study. 
We have the opportunity to view his 
work in the most troublesome period of America s 
history, and we see shot through it all a patience 
and charity, especially a charity, which probably 
transcends that of any other man who has filled 
official positioa in any country since time began. 
Wa have an opportunity to view his work, and 
see it even more clearly than did his contempor­ 
aries. We see it in its true perspective. 
The spirit 
which was breathed in his “with malice toward 
none, with charity toward all, with a firmness in 
Ae right a* Cod gives us to see the right, we note 
now, was Ae controlling factor in his own activity 
and has been a softening and moulding influence 
upon the citizen* of America both NorA and South 
since the Civil war. 
We can best show our appreciation of that 
great spirit and our devotion to his memory, by ap­ 
plying the truA which his life and language taught 
to ourselves, and to our relations with our fellows 
and our relations to the world. 
This is Ae sense 
in which Ae lives of others are Ae heritage of Ae 
world. 
When we read Ae address Aat Mr. Lincoln 
delivered in Cincinnati and his sentiments con­ 
cerning Ae South and SouAern sentiment and 
read his first inaugural address we cannot help 
wondering what he would do, how he would act 
if he were our chief executive now, if he would be 
forced to act in respect to Nicaragua, for example. 
While President Wilson and President Lincoln 
were far apart in Aeir training and educational 
attainments as judged by college standards, yet 
there was a remarkable similarity in their _ state­ 
ment of democratic principles and in Aeir ad­ 
herence to justice and fair dealing. 
We believe 
Aat President Wilson in speaking of Mexico in 
1915, probably uttered much of the sentiment 
Lincoln would utter if he were chief executive of 
our nation today. 
Does it not sound much like 
him? 
This is what Wilson said: 
I hold it as a fundamental principle, and so 
do you, that every people has the right to de­ 
termine its own form of government; and until 
this recent revolution in Mexico, until the end 
of the Diaz reign, eighty per cent of the people 
of Mexico never had a “look in" in determin­ 
ing who should be Aeir governors or what 
Aeir government should be. 
Now, I am for 
Ae eighty per centi

It is a question for all Ae 
people, for it is they *ho have everything to lose 
and noting to gam from such a possible catas­ 
trophe. 
We still hope that with a new government at 
Washington after March 4 and possibly a different 
government in England after Ae spring elections, 
the situation will change. 
The present Tory gov­ 
ernment in England is the biggest obstacle at pres­ 
ent toward an understanding. 
A victory for the 
Labor party or Ae Liberal party, or a coalition, 
is much to be desired.

PLAN FOR QUICKER COURT ACTION 


A bill to abolish demurrers as a pleading in all 
civil cases it before the legislature. 
The purpose 
of the demurrer under Ae common law and under 
the statute was to make certain Aat other pleadings, 
particularly the complaint and answer, were legally 
sufficient boA as to Ae jurisdiction of the court 
and the facts as well as to clearness of language 
so as to fully apprise the opponent of Ae exact 
issues. 
. In modern practice any objection which could 
be raised by a demurrer can be raised at the trial 
of the action. This pleading bas been almost uni­ 
formly used by lawyers to delay the suit. 
In most 
cases where the objections raised by the demurrer 
have been sustained it bas merely resulted in the 
filing of an amended complaint and Ae case has 
gone ahead with a delay of from ten days to 
several months. 
In a comparatively few cases the 
pleader was unable to draw a complaint which 
would overcome Ae objection, and no trial re­ 
sulted. 
In these cases Ae demurrer serve* a very 
useful purpose. 
However, it has been so much 
abused, and its real value has been so slight that 
there has been a general demand to minimize or 
penalize its use or, as in this measure, to abolish 
it altogeAer. 
No great harm can come from its abolition while 
speedier justice and greater service of Ae courts 
are bound to result. This movement is in line with 
modern procedural reforms and quicker action. 
Most lawyers will welcome the passing of the de­ 
murrer and practically all litigants seeking real 
justice will benefit

The United States has always contended for Ae 
freedom of the seas in war as well as in peace. 
It was for that we engaged in the war of 1812, 
and As treaty of peace which conclude^ that war

BoA Germany and the Allies, in Ae 
last war, refused us Ae freedom of Ae seas, and 
only the drastic submarine warfare of Germany 
against our commerce drove us to the Allied side. 
Again and again, before we entered the war, 
Great Britain interfered with our commerce, and 
alway* against the vigorous protest of our gov­ 
ernment. 
President Wilson included the doctrine 
of freedom of the seas as Ae second of his points, 
but through Ae manipulations of the European 
diplomats it was kept out of the peace conference. 
At Aat time Mr. Wilson wrote to Lloyd George 
Aat the United States would never again place 
herself in the position where she could not pro­ 
tect her commerce on the high seas.

that ive find the origin of the sense of need of a 
big navy, a navy which shall at least be on a 
parity with England’s navy, and perhaps even 
larger.
